Grand Canyon. Ariz., Dec. 20— 
(ZP)—The search for Mr. and Mrs. 
Glenn Hyde, venturesome Hansen, 
Idaho, couple, narrowed down to 
an Isolated portion of the Grand 
Canyon of the Colorado river th ir­ 
teen miles below Diamond creek 
today. 
Searching parties redoubled their 
efforto following discovery by army 
airplane observers of 
the 
home­ 
made scow in which the Hydes at­ 
tem pted to shoot the rapids from 
Green River, Utah, to Needles, Cal., 
•trended on a jagged rock. 
Emery Kolb, veteran river scout, 
who with his brother, Ellsworth, 
was the first to traverse the dan­ 
gerous river by boat in 1911, was 
enroute to Diamond creek to launch 
a boat and carry the search to the 
new sector. 
Lieut. W. G. Plummer 
and Lieut. J. Q. Adams, army pilots, 
took off this morning to drop notes 
to boat parties lining their way 
down the river. The aviators yes 
terday discovered the scow and 
carried Kolb over the 
scene 
to 
further identify It. 
C. C. Francy and a party left 
here two days ago In a small boat 
In an effort to follow the Hydes 
down the stream . It was this party 
that the aviators withed to direct 
to land at Diamond Creek and be­ 
gin a search for tracks in the snow 
on the canyon rim. 
Like Form er Tragedy. 
•Students of the river say Mr. 
and Mrs. Hyde may have been able 
to reach the bank when their scow 
was scuttled and 
have 
started 
south in an effort to reach civiliza­ 
tion. 
The Hydes left Bright Angel 
trail bere November 18, expecting 
to arrive a t Needles two weeks 
ago. 
Experts believe 
they 
may 
have reached the point where the 
scow was seen a week after leav­ 
ing here. 
The scene of the search today is 
virtually that at which three men 
of the Powell expedition in 1869 
were lost. 
Kolb, the only living 
man who has twice traversed the

Dec. 20—(ZP)—A threat 
against the life of the trial judge 
and the disappearance of ten state 
witnesses today contributed to the 
terrorism, including assassination 
of one witness, that has marked 
the trial of three defendants ac­ 
cused of kidnaping little Billy Ear 
uteri and whom the state seeks to 
send to the electric chair. 
Opening of the trial was delayed 
two hours when Judge Robert E. 
Gentzel received a letter similar 
to those threatening the Ranieri 
family and other state witnesses. 
Mike Divito. state witness, who 
the prosecution charged has keen 
marked for death, defied his ene­ 
mies by testifying that one of the 
defendants had 
blackmailed 
him 
two years ago. 
Divito barely es­ 
caped assassination recently when 
Ole Scully was slain. 
His testi­ 
mony, given in the absence of the 
Jury, however, was ruled out by 
the court. 
The state rested its case after 
failing to present Divito’s story to 
the jury and the defense presented 
Andrew Cappellano, one 
of 
the 
three defendants, who declared he 
did not know Billy had been kid­ 
naped when the boy was brought 
to hie home at Bourbonnais, IU., 
by two men, one of whom he said 
was Tony Perconti and the other 
known to him only as Romano. 
Witnesses Disappesr. 
Cappellano said the men told 
him Romano was the boy’s uncle 
but he questioned Billy and found 
this w ss not so. When he insisted 
he did not want to keep Billy, he 
said they threatened 
him 
with 
death. 
Cappellano, his son Tony, 16, and 
Angelo Petitti are the defendants. 
The disappearance of the state’s 
witnesses was reported shortly be­ 
fore the state closed its case when 
detectives hunting the men, includ­ 
ing relatives of Divito and of Ole 
Scully, state witness who was kill­ 
ed Monday, said they were unable 
to find any trace of them. 
The receipt of the death threat 
by Judge Gentzel created a sensa­ 
tion when it became known in the 
court room. 
Samuel A. Hoffman, 
assistant state’s attorney, declared 
It was sent by the same persons 
who killed Scully and threatened 
Divito and members of the Ranieri 
family and said “they would not 
hesitate to murder the judge if 
given an opportunity." 
Threatened Before. 
Everyone 
connected 
with 
the 
case, including the jury, the Ra­ 
nieri family, the state’s witnesses, 
the judge and the fcrosecntor* are 
under close guard. 
Divito, the state charged yester­ 
day, had been 
threatened 
with 
death by Petitti, the state advanc­ 
ing this as a reason for holding in 
custody Petltti’s brother and two 
other suspects in the ScttUy killing, 
including 
Billy’s 
godfather. 
De­ 
spite this. however, Divito told the 
court he had received unsigned let­ 
ters two years ago threatening to 
dynamite his home unless he paid 
62.000. He settled for $300. 
The defense made a new effort 
to free the three suspects in the 
faculty killing 
today, 
contending 
that Fred Petitti. on# of them, a 
brother of Angelo, was sn essen 
tlsl witness. 
Tbs court ordered 
him held in readiness to testify and 
advanced a hearing on his release 
to tomorrow.

SNOW LOADER 
ARRIVES HERE 


Equipment in Readiness 
for Combating First 
Heavy Snowfall 


The Nelson Snow Loader, pur­ 
chased by the city at a cost of 
$3200, arrived from the factory 
in Passaic, N. J., yesterday and is 
all in readiness for combating the 
first snowfall. 
The Snow Loader 
Is powered 
with a Fordson tractor. The scrap­ 
er, eight feet wide,- 
starts 
the 
snow moving on 
the 
conveyor, 
which dumps it into a truck fol­ 
lowing behind. The conveyor, of 
heavy steel construction, Is about 
twenty-five feet long. 
To overcome the 
difficulty of 
advancing the 
scraper 
through 
frozen piles of snow and 
ice, 
a 
feeder is placed in advance of the 
scraper. The feeder 
consists 
of 
toothed spirals of tough hardened 
steel, reaching in 
close 
to the 
conveyor flights, the whole form­ 
ing an active cutting edge which 
smashes away the ice on the pave­ 
ment as the loader is fed into the 
pile. 
The conveyor and feeders are 
driven together as a unit direct 
from the engine crankshaft, con­ 
trolled by a single friction clutch 
and entirely separate from the 
traction drive. The 
loader 
has 
eight speeds, ranging from eight 
miles an hour in high 
down to 
thirty feet a minute for digging. 
The advantages 
of the snow 
loading equipment in the removal 
of snow from Ludington street are 
outlined as follows: 
Thirty per cent in cost in the 
entire snow removal program in­ 
cluding the plowing of streets. 
Saving of time; snow will be 
removed in one-third of the time. 
Snow will be 
removed 
from 
the street closed to the pavement. 
Better fire protection because 
hydrants will be accessible earli­ 
er.

The 
prevention of contact with other 
Infected human beings is the only 
known method of certain protec­ 
tion against infection.

avoid contact with others for any 
considerable period of time. Thus 
Jordan states: 
"It is quite safe to assert that 
perfect isolation of an individual 
or group during an influenza epi­ 
demic constitutes a complete pro­ 
tection against the disease.

most cases, it is not practicable to 
avoid outside human contact alto­ 
gether. reduction of such contact

Jr.. president of General 
Motors corporation, In a statement 
leaned to day on industrial pros­ 
pects for 1919, said he looked for 
a new high record In automobile 
production, and Indicated that the 
Industry still baa plenty of roam 
in which to expand. 
“My viewpoint so far as IMI is 
concerned,” he said, “la necessar­ 
ily based upon what I believe to 
be a fact, namely that there is 
nnUtin| except soundness in the 
general economic 
and 
industrial 
situation. 
I ne# no reason, there­ 
fore. why we should not continue 
to progress and enjoy excellent bus­ 
iness and a general measure of 
prosperity.** 
Explaining bls belief that nsxt 
year will see a new high record 
in automobile production, he said: 
“I reach this conclusion because I 
believe that the statistical position 
of the automotive industry indi­ 
cator that sales during 1928 were 
limited by lack of production in 
the low-prioed field, which means 
that we will carry forward a cer­ 
tain amount of business into 1929 
which will, of course, be in addi­ 
tion to the normal trend.
